don E Taylor, Alberta minl- 
ster of highways and trans= 
port, indicated that during 
the first six months of 1969, 
the minister of highways

films to their sets and re~-

The health hazard of color 
TV sets, even where radia- 
tion emission is above the 
standard, is considered by 
the department to be exceed- 


ingly small, In the survey, 
radiation emission was ob- 
served only at the point of 
closest approach to the elec- 
tronic tubes at the side, back 
or bottom of the set ~ not in 
the normal viewing position, 
Furthermore, the standard 
carries such a high safety 
margin that, unless it is 
exceeded by a substantiale 
amount, any health risk is 
quite insignificant, 


The department is con= 
tinuing its study of these 
aspects and will be discuss= 
ing with manufacturers any 
measures needed to improve 
the situation,
